Last wounded Route 91 Harvest concertgoer leaves LV hospital

A painful chapter has been 
closed with the discharge of 
the last patient hospitalized 
locally as a result of the Oct. 
1 Strip shooting. 

The patient, who was not 
identified, was discharged 
Saturday, almost six weeks 
after the attack, from St. Rose 


Dominican Hospital. Spokes- 
woman Jennifer Cooper said 
no details about the patient 
would be released due to 
privacy concerns. 

Another patient, a woman 
who was still listed in criti- 
cal condition last week, was 
discharged from Sunrise 
Hospital and Medical Center 
on Friday. 

The discharge does not 


mean that all 546 people 
wounded in the shooting 
are out of the hospital. An 
unknown number of patients 
have been transferred to 
other cities for medical care, 
and their circumstances are 
not known. 

Even so, the death toll from 
the shooting has remained
